The suggested cost, use. size and location 
of the center drew criticism Wednesday. 
Some objections came from a member of 
the Twin Falls County Commission, which 
had asked for the committee’s report. 

The committee of business leaders and 
conservative political activists is trying to 
better the eommi.ssion’s proposal for an 18- 
bed juvenile jail that eommitttc members 
say is too expensive. ; 

But Boise architect Joe Conrad said the 


county eaimoi build a 12-bed youth lockup 
under, federal guidcliiies-for. tlie.coiimiit- 
tec’s cstimatc.of $780,000. 

Conrad’s firm designed the 12-bed de- 
tcnlioii center in Lewiston, which cost 
SI .15 million to build, Conrad said. 

Also. Twin Falls County's 18-bed pro- 
posal - estimated at $1.3 million to $1.5 
million to complete - w:is designed by 
Connui.- 

Detention centers arc expensive heeausc 
they must meet strict slate and federal 
guidelines, he said. 

Conrad came up with a 12-bed cost esti- 
mate for the Twin Falls arci in December 
HJOL The estimated price tag at that time 
was more than S I miltioii, he said. 

The citizens committee, headed by for- 


mer Idaho House Speaker T.W. Stivers, 
was I'orined by the county eommi.ssioners 
last month after Stivers led a successful 
court battle against the county’s plan' to 
fund the center without' a bond-issue elec- 
tion. 

Twin Falls. Camas. Blaine, Jerome and 
Gooding counties have been granted 
$741,01)0 from the Idaho Department ol 
Health and Welfare to build a juvenile de- 
tention center. 

Last year, the counties agreed to iiim the 
money over to Twin Falls County, which 
will build the facility and charge the other 
counties to use it. 

But the agreement then was for an 18- 
bed facility. County Comiiilssioner Marvin 
Hcmplcman said. If Twin Falls County 


only builds for 12 beds, the other counties 
could take Uieir grant money hack, he said.. 

He questioned wheliier 12 beds are 
enough for tlie region. Twin Falls County 
alone lias often held 17 juveniles in deten- 
tion on'sevcral occasions this year. 

In the report. Stivers insi.sts that state reg- 
ulations require detention centers be used 
only for young people charged with crimes- 
who.are awaiting court hearings. 

"They are to be held in detention for no 
more than 30 days ■pending adjudication," 
the report says. After sentencing “they are 
not to be eomniilied back to a detention 
center that is a lock-down facility" the 
comniiltec’s report s;iys.

. NEW YORK (AP) — Dt«uin, and 
thu guncrtii public arc ton often failing 
to rugurd stroke sympioms a.s an emer- 
gency, Itampcring the care of .stroke 
victims, a p;mel of expens said 
Wednesday. 

"'nic symptom.s of stroke .should 
have the same alarming significance in 
identifying a 'brain attack' that acute 
chest pain has in idenlifying a 'heart at- 
tack,' " they wrote in new guidelines 
on stroke tmatment. 

Early Imuimeni to limti brain dam- 


age is critical, the guidelines say. 'I'lie 
dtx'iinieiil urges evaluation and treat- 
mem within six hours of the uppear- 
ance of symptoms, the earlier the Ix'l- 
icr. 

The guidelines were issued by the 
National Stroke Asstx'ialiun and 
cosponsotvd by a vtiriety of prufessiiin- 
at groups, including the National Insti- 
tute of Neurological Disorders and 
Stroke and ilie American Academy of 
Neurology.

eaten in moderation, is no more hannful titan 
anything else we consume. 

Before you vegetarians, animal rights 
activists, environmentalists and dic-iinrd , 
recreational activists decide that cattle .should 
be reduced in numbers, think ahead to the 
next tinte you need a prescription filled or 
you lake your medication in capsule.s. 

Without these wonderful creatures, you arc 
going to be in a world of hurt; imd yes, I do 
have a small herd of cattle on irrigated 
pasture behind my home. They may be noisy, ■ 
smelly and a lot of work, but 1 thank God for 
them.

PORTLAND. Ore. A federal 
judge itas declined to issue a tempo- 
rary restraining. order that would 
have halted the barging of young 
salmon around dams on the 
Columbia and Snake rivers.

Marsh said that he needed more in- 
formation before making a decision 
on whether lo^stop the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers from barging the

F.nvironmentalisls contend the 
practice harms the fish runs by ex- 
posing them to disease and predators 
and ruining their homing instinct. 

Marsh, though, said that while he 
didn’t think the barging enhanced 
fish runs, he wasn't convinced il iuirl 
them, either. 

The judge scolded seienlisis sludy- 
.ing the barging issue, saying they 
were losing sight of science and be- 
coming advocates. 

"I have the sense that this is going 
to bring down great confrontation 
and 1 want all the parties to play on a 
level field so we can make the right 
decision," Marsh said.

When older they can be allowed 
lo lire the firearm with your help 
arid supervision.

3: Make it clear to your child that 
lic/shc must NBVKIT touch the 
firearms unlc.s,s you are pre.scni. Rc- 
int'orce tlial resiriciinii with the 
promise to allow- them, under your 
supervision, to look at or handle the 
llrearni, or even fire it. at an appro- 
priate time and place. 

4. -Take your ciiild shouting lo 
keep them from wanting lo “play" 
.with the llreanns. 'This is al.so an 
opportunity to leach respect and 
lireann safely lo his/her friends by

ents of the friends. 

5. 'Teach basic llrcarm safety and 
make sure tliey understand that they 
will not be allowed to handle and 
use any firearm, until they under- 
stand and follow the rule’s. The 
breaeii of a safety rule will result in 
loss of the privilege lo handle and 
fire the lireann for a significant peri- 
od of time. 

6. Model safe gun Iiandling. Han- 
dle your llreamts llic way you want 
your child lo handle them, because 
that i.s what he/slie will do. 

7. Insist that your child take a for- 


mal-firearms safely class siicii as 
lliat offered by the Department of 
1-ish and Game.

8. Be sure your child uiulerslands 
that under no condition should 
hcAshe ever touch a firearm in some- - 
one elsc’s home without the permis- 
sion and supervision of a qiialilled 
adult. 

9, Teach your eliild that if they arc 
ever around someone who is. han- 
dling a flrcann in an unsafe manner.

We leaeli children lo swim so that 
they can handle tiie unexpected 
threat even though we insist they 
wear a life jacket when we take 
them boating. Firctinns security 
such as lacking up guns and using 
trigger lucks is impurtuiU but don't 
neglect to tcadi your children the 
basics of firearm safety that' will 
help them .survive an unanticipated 
encounter with a lireann.

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Reservoir sale plans polarize species protection efforts

The ledenil government is starting 
to bump into itself in its efforts to 
save a growing number of eiidan- 
— gered-speeies from extinction.— — 

In the Northwest, tliree federal 
• agencies are quarreling 'over which 
of two creatures classed as endan- 
gered or threatened should get water 
piTfennally needed by bdlh'.~antl 
which of two protection strategies 
should prevail. The animals are the 
bald eagle and several species of 
Snake River .salmon. 

It could be a portent of bureaucratic 
things to come as more animals fall 
under the protection of the Hndan- 
gered Species Act. A similar clash 
may .loom overdToris to protect bolh 
the salmon and the hull trout. 

Kolland Si^hmitten, Seattle-based 
regional director of the National Ma- 
rine Fisheries Service, said the 
saltnon-vs. -eagle conflict under- 
scores the need to start protecting 
species by ecosystem, not speefes- 
by-species. Mis agency is writing a 
recovery plan for the' imperiled 
salmon. 


The dispute is over a plan by the 
Bureau of Reclamation to sell water 
stored' in two western Idaho reser- 
voirs to the state of Idaho. Future 
salmon runs might need the water 
sent downstream to aid migration; 
:but eagles nv,i;d the water. where it is' 
to sustain the fish they eat. 

Marine Fisheries is opposed to the 
sale. But the Reclamation Burj^tMfPj 
tends to proceed despite Imrine 
'Fisheries'" warniiig that tlie 'aetibiV 
could interfere with its salmon-pro- 
tection effort. 

A lawsuit could result if Reclama- 
tion's action is thought to jeopardize 
the salmon, the object of a' region- 
wide, multibillion-dollar recovery 
elTorl. But it also could happen if the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
-whieh-manages the bald cagtCTcc'ov-' 
cry plan, believes protection of the 
eagle is jeopardized. 

The main battlegrourul is the 21- 
mile-long Cascade Resemiir, one of 
Idaho's two most iieavily I'ished 
lakes, 80 miles norlii of Boise. If 
Marine Fisheries lowered the shal- 
low. reservoir. “they'd have a civil 
war." one ofHeial said. 

"A lot of influential people have 


eabins on Cascade Reservoir," ob-- 
served Chuck Lobdell. Idaho supervi- 
sor for the Fish and Wildlife Service., 
Among them is Gov. Cecil Andrus. 

In addiiion..tleycloper,s have plans 
for a giant, year-round destination 
•ski resort, Valbois. on the reservoir’s 
west bank. Its developers presum- 
ably wouldn't likt; having their mari- 
na fronting on mudflats drained for 
salmon recovery. 

The Bufeau'orRcclania'iIbn lias 
approved the resort plans. But the 
Idaho Department of Fishjiml Game 
is eoneemed about the impact a golf 
course, marina and added residents 
would have on the reservoir's al- 
ready ifi'y water quality. 

Several national and Northwest 
environmental organizations support, 
Marine'Fishcries in Hs'oppbsitioii'to 
the water sale. But Idaho environ- 
menialists.solidly back tlie Bureau 
ol'Reelamalion. 

If Marine Fisheries issues a form.ll 
opinion saying the bureau's action 
jeopardizes salmon recovery, "the 
Bureau of Reclamation is simply 
taking a risk of being sued ami hav- 
ing a federal judge intervene." 
warned William Fox. director of the 


National Marine Fisheries Service, 

Such a lawsuit most likely would 
come from an environmental group 
or other private party: federal agen- 
cies rarely sue each other. But under 
the l-ndangered Species Act. Marine 
Fisheries couiibimiwse civil'l'mcs yn 
the bureau. 

On the other hand, the bureau 
could face a law.suil to prote'el (he 
eagle if it doesjivhat Ma rine Fi^h-_ 
cries want's. . - . _ 

Marine F'islieries. an agency of the 
Commerce Department. has-4isied 
the Snake River sockeye. spring- 
summer Chinook and fall ehinook as 
endangered or liireatened. The Fish 
and Wildlife Service, like Rcelama- 
tion pari of the Interior Department, 
ha'^plaeed liie bald eagle (m thej. 
llifeatehed llsi, 

Idaho Fish and (iaine officials 
want to buy water stored iii Cascade 
Reservoir and the smaller, more re- 
mote Deadwqod Reservoir and keep 
it there to protect water quality, a 
bald eagle population and e.xisting 
recreational uses, including the pop- 
ular sport fisliery. 

Tlie sale would prevent diversion 
of tlie water for otlier uses. For that 


reason. Schmitten w.int.'i the water 
leased, with conditions attached so it 
could later be u.scd to boost the 
downstream flow of the Snake and 
CTilunibia rivers and help carry 
young salmon to the Pacific Ocean. 

"If it'-; sold without any condi- 
tions on it. ... it's lost," Schmilien 
said, lie said his agency would take 
water for .salmon only if doing so- 
wouldn't interfere with recovery of 
the b;ild eaglei ' 

The Fish and Wildlife Service and 
Idaho i''ish and Game insist that 
draining or even lowering the popular 
reservoirs would worsen water pollu- 
tion, kill resident fish and jeopardiz.e 
tlie bald e.1gles that feed on them. 

Marino Fisheries wants the option 
joJ()wcr.C:iscade_b.ek>y'Lii-Spccined. 
level. But tlie Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, 's l.obclell said iiis agency has no- 
tified the Bureau of Reclamation (hat 
if the reservoir drops that far, his 


' agency would declare thul-ihe action 
jeopardizes the bald eagle — a legal 
step that could trigger litigation. 

Besides that, slate officials and 
environmentalists in Idaho argue 
that releasing that .small an amount 
•of water wouldn't mea.surahly im- - 
prove water vclocit,y downstream 
behind four dar^s in southeastern 
Washington; ' • •

The disputed water amounts to

of the 180 million aere-feet at the

PCBs harm polar bear 


OSLO, Norvvay (AP) — Scientists 
worry that polar bears on remote arc- 
tic islands are giving birth lo fewer 
cubs because industrial toxins from 
North America and Europe are poi- 
-soning ilieir favorite food; .seal blub- 
ber. 

Causing particular concern are 
polyehlorinaied biphenyls, or PCBs. 
The eaneer-causing compounds once 
widely used in pla.slics and electrical 
. .insulation were banned in (lie United 
Stales in the 1970s and are rc.sirieicd 
under international agreements like 
the North Sea Agreement mandating 
destruction of all m:ituriiil.s contain- 
ing PCBs by 1999. 

PCB.H, wliielt don't dissolve in soil 
or water, also build up in animal fat 
and have been blamed for infenility 
in some species. Now the toxins have 
ItecM recorded in disturbing quantity 
— iniwinriFrarir^truyfmninviig— r 
polar bear specialist at the Norwe- 
gian Polar Institute. 

Wiig tracked 14 likely mother 
bears, expecting 1 1 or 12 to give 
birth this past spring. Only live did. 

It will take sevenil years to deter- 
mine whether the high levels of 
I*CBs were to blame, he said, "but 
. when you sec it together with'luw re- 
— prociucttorT.-lhcrc-liTtrason-to-be con-- 
ecnied," 

Sonic 20,000 to 40.000 polar bears 
• inhabit the arctic and at least 2,000 
roam tlie windswept Ijords, moun- 
tains and tundra of Norway’s ureiic- 
’ Svalbard archipelago, Wiig said. 

Tests showed much higher levels 
of the toxins in Svalbard's polar 
bears than in their North American 
cousins, said Janneehe Skaare, a tox- 
icologist who tests samples taken by 
. Wiig, 

"We couldn't understand why the 
.. polar bears at Svalbard would be 
, more affecled Uian those in Canada, 
which is a more polluted urea," 
Skaare said. 

"But Svalbard is the center for air 
and water currents from the United 
States and Europe, us well a.s eastern 
Europe via Ru.ssia," said Skaare, who 
heads the toxicology and chemistry 
departrhent at the Norwegian College 
of Veterinary Medicine and the Na- 
tional Veterinary Institute. 

Wind and water currents — in- 
cluding a branch of the warm Gulf 
Stream and flows from polluted 
rivers in norlhprn Russia — bring 
toxic pollutants to the out-of-the-way 
islands. 

Even low concentrations, like 
those found near Svalbard, build up 
in tlie food chain. PCBs dissolvc- 
readily in animal fat, such as blub- 
ber, and slay there, Skaare said. And, 
she said, "If a polar bear has a 
choice, it will eat the blubber of 
seals. It must oat large amounts of 
seal fat," 

Fat samples Skaare tested from 
Svalbard’s poliir bears averaged 30 
parts per millionof PCB, or 10 limes 
the average reported by researchers 
who cxxmined Alaska’s polar bears, 
and five times that found in Canadi- 
an bears. 

"Some of the individual polar 
bears on Svalbard had 80 or 90 parts 
per million," she said. “We reckon 
anything over 50 causc.s damage."^: 

Such levels in seals weaken their 
. V immune systems and cause sterility 
by deforming the uterus or fallopian 
lubes, which prevent eggs from de- 
scending, Wiig said. 

"We can hope that wc arc wrong, 
but the information wc have from 
other animals shows an effect," 
Skaare .said. 

Wiig trucks polar bears by heli- 
copter and each year stills and stud- 
ies about 40 of the olT-whilc giants 
on the Svalbard islands by shooting 
them with tranquilizer darts. 

While the 440- to 880-pound bears 
sno'oze, he collects fat samples with 
an instrument that resembles an ap- 
ple corcr. He also- tags some with ra- 
dio collars. 

The collars, placed this year on 25 
polar bears, transmit signals by satel- 
lite to the zodlogiSt's.Oslo office that 


alert him to such developments as a 
bear's impending motherhood. 

"Only pregnant females go into hi- 
bernation." Wiig explained. "If they 
move, they are not in hibernation , If 
they arc in hibemalion. they are* go- 
ing lo have a cub.” 

Usually solitary and with a lifes- 
pan of about 30 years, the animiils 
mate in the spring and dig dens sev- 
eral feet deep into the snow in late 
November. 'I'hc females give birth~ 
around New Year'.s Day. emerge in 
the spring, and lend their cubs for 2t^i 
years, 1 

Weather, ice eonditions, food sup- 
plies and overpopulation also can 
affect the birthrate, of course, Wiig 
said. "But low reproduction could, 
be cunneeied to high pulliiiion." he 
said.

Poor Yakima steelhead 
returns may prompt 
closure of 1994 season 


Florida fishermen have 50% of signatures needed to ban gillnets 


' YAKIMA. Wash. (AP) — Al- 
ready listed among the slate’s de- 
pressed stocks, continued low steel- 
head returns to the Yakima River 
call for drastic measures in an effort 
— ta-rebuild-thc-nm< 

Heading the proposals currently 
being drafted by the state Wildlife 
Department is closurc'of the Yakima 
River Basin for steelhead fishing, 
starting in spring 1994. 

“It looks like a;closure is the way 
to go if wc’rc going to restore slocks 
in the Yakima River Basin to fish- 
able level's,'' said Jim Cummins. 
Yakima regional wildlife biologist. 
“There’s really not that many har- 
vcstablc fish to make it worthwhile 
now anyway.” 

Although there’s no timetable yet 
‘ as to the length ofthY; crdsurcrCuni-’ 
mins said it likely would last from 
six to 10 years, 

“That would seem like a reason- 
able period to me." he said, consid- 
cting that it takes two to three years 
after smolls migrate until they return 
as adults. “It’s going to be a liiile 
rough on sdme anglers, but it’s 
something wc'vc got to do if we're 
going to turn things around. 

“Wc’rc just barely getting enough 
fish back to replace the broodsloek' 
that we take for spawning piirpo.ses, 
and wc’rc not gaining anything 
when we do that. There’s virtually 
nothing left for fishing." 

For the past three years, the stecl- 
hcad sports catch in the Yakima 
River has averaged only, about 50 
fish (under current restrictions only 
hatchery fish can be kept; native 
wild fish must be released un- 


banned). And the spawning escape- 
ment goal of 2.OU0 iias been reached 
only once in llie past 10 years. 

The major problem that must be 
addressed in rebuilding the run is 
-smolt-mortalityrMnnnhnirH)0:»()()- 
sniolts have been plimle^l annually in 
the Yakima and Naches rivers in 
past years, and the survival rate of 
those fish making it out of the .sys- 
tem has been 20 percent on the high 
range to a low of just 8 percent. 

With losses of more than KO per- 
cent to start with, it's not ditTiciilt to 
figure out why the dismal return rale 
on hatchery fish is less than 1 per- 
cent. _ 

Water flows aiul pradaiioh are the 
primacy suspected causes of the high 

,-sinolunonality._. ^ 

“Those two things look to be ihe 
main culprits, and they're kind of re- 
lated. When you have low water 
flows, that makes the smolls easier 
picking for the predators, whether 
they be birds or other fish,” Cum- 
mins said. "Water quality is anollier 
concern. 

"When wc went to wild steellicad 
release, we got the spawning we 
wanted but not the returns.^ and 
smolt out-migration mortality is a 
key issue. It’s real discouraging that 
we get less than 20 percent survival 
of those making it downstream us 
far as Prosser Dam. And things can 
gel even worse in the lower part of 
the river with low flows.” 

The Yakima River steelhead clo- 
sure proposal will be subject to pub- 
lic review in meetings yet to be 
scheduled.

(ierd Wesidickenberg. a NATO 
spokesman, said tlie blockade 
would start "a.s soon as possible,” 
but lirst had to he coordinated wiiii 
the Adriatic Hotilla operating 
under the Western 'Huropean 
Union, a nine-nalion deten.se 
group. 

Tile decision by the United 
States and its 15 allies follows new 
U.N. trade sanctions imposed on 
Serb-dominated Yugoslavia in an 
el'fort lo increase pressure on the 
patron of Serb rebels in Bosnia- 
ller/cgovina. 

The North Atlantic Treaty 
Urgani/ation has stationed up to 
eigin sliips in the Adriatic, but 



until now they have only 
monitored violations of U.N, 
sanctions. Under the blockade. 
NATO warships will be free to 
pursue sa'nelion violators into 
Yugoslav territorial waters. 

fbe ships have heen authorized 


to shoot if needed to siS'p a vessel, 
'but will use only inert munitions, 
said an alliance offieitil. wlio .spoke 
on condition, of anonymity. 

Such munitiuns.. which include 
niHehine gun bullets and even 
armor-piercing etinnon shells, do 
not explode on impact, but can 
eau.se considerable damage to non- 
amiored commercial ships.

additional ships would be needed 
in the Adriatic. 

F;rrlier Wednesday. NATO 
military cliiefs ended a two-day 
meeting with words of caution 
about growing calls for Western 
nations to mount air strikes on 
Bosnian Serbs.

Both the posters and fences, 
erected in a Tokyo park 
Wednesday, target -l.QOO Iranians 
who gather each .Sundfiy for 
eonversaiion. baireuls and 
barheeiies in liie park nieknained 
"Little Telieran." 

Now many foreigners worry that 
the hostility may spread to other 
nationalities. 

With its emcrgetiee as an 
economic power, Japan is attracting 
increasing numbers of outsiders • 
I'roni Filipino bar hostesses to 
Iranian mechanies. The sudden and 
visible inllux has provoked a 
backlash of animosity. ■ . 

The eoimiry has become even 
less hospitable a.s its current 


dirty, dangerous jobs previously 
reserved for illegal foreign laborers. 

For years, Americans and other 
outsider.s have complained of 
freiiueni harassment and problems 
-in fincitngrhousing. Koreans, the • 
country's biggest minority group, 
report w idespread discrimination. 

.But the cvenls in Yoyogi Piirk 
signal a new outburst against 
foreigners. 

A small neo-Nazi group says it 
has been putting up about 2.000 
posters with hLiek swastikas eaeii 
weekend in the park and other areas 
ofTokyo freqnenicd.hy foreigners. 

The posters say "(let rid of the 
delimiuenl foreigners who are 
destroying our nation's culture, 
tradition and .safely." 

While the posters are the product 
of an extremist group. Sima 
Marciano. 28. an Israeli imisie 
student, said tiiey rclleei a general 
Japanese ignorance about people 


People are afraid of what they 
don’t know." she said. 

"We believe that nature did not' 
intend ditVerent nationalities to live 
side by side,'.' says Biroyuki Seto. a 
4 l‘ycar*old writer vyhu leads the 
neo-Nazi group which claims a 
doz.cn members and 200 .supporters. 

Tokyo city ofllcials pul up' fences 
in the park this week ostensibly to 
plant 2.000 bushes in an area they 
said Irmians bad trtimplcd. 

Police teams plan to begin 
patrolling tliis week to try lo 
prevent tiic Irani.ins from moving to- 
other pans of tiic p-irk. 

Daisuke Kuroiwa. 27, a 
construction w orker and member of 
a grassroots group opposing the 
rnnians' ouster from the park, said 
he i.s worried about ’ possible 
violence ugaimst foreigners.

Jerome County Commi.ssioner Veronica 
Lierinan's husband works at the really 
agency that handled the sale. But Lieniian 
said Wednesday night that slie told the 
board about her husband's position and 
that be is a farming partner with agency 
owner Dan Suhr. 

Liennan asked Jerome County Proseeul- 
ing Attorney John Morgan for an opinion 


on the matter. Morgan wrote Liennan that 
she iiad proceeded correctly by disclosing 
her husband's business relationship and 
abstaining from the discussion lo hire 
Suhr.

Predator control critic calls for reforms

KCTCHUM - Reform of the federal 
government’s Animal Damage Control pro- 
gnVnVis long overdue, acebrding’lo a lead- 
ing critic of the agency. 

"It's an antiquated program,” said Tom 
Skcele, president of Predator Project, dur- 
ing a public presentation in Ketchum Tues- 
day night. "It needs to be reformed to meet 
with modem attitudes and inudem needs." 

Based in Bozeman. Mont., the three- 
year-old Predator Project is an organization 
that "advocates for imperiled and other 
-keystone predator speeic.s" such as wolves, 
grizzly bears, coyotes and raptors, Skeele 
explained. Reform of AnimnUDamage 
Control's program of killing problem 
predators is a priority for the organization. - 

Chief among Ihe rcromis'SkccIe atid Itis 
organization are seeking is a requirement 
that ranclierK-and-Ahiinal-Damagtf Control 
agents tr^ non-lcthal control methods first 
before killing predators. There is no such 


requirement at prc.seni. and letlial methods 
.such as sliooting. trapping, poi.soning. and 
aerial gunning arc the predominant meihoil 
of predator control all across the West, 

"In the case of coyotes, it may iiot even 
be elTeciivc," Skeele .said, citing recent re- 
search that suggests that killing coyotes in 
an area only enhances the survivability and 
propagation of those that remain. 

Skeele complained that many iion-target 
wildlife -speties arc being killed by predator 
control activities and that sensitive, tlireat- 
ened, and endangered species are gelling 
caught in Animal Damage Control traps. 

Predator control on Bureau of Laud 
Management public land in Idaho ha.s been 
brought lo u near sinndilill aficr piuiis for 
predator Uontrol activities on several dis- 
tricts were oppcaled bycnvironmenlal 
groups last year. Former Secretary of the 
Interior Munuel Luhan found deficiencies 
in the environmental assessments eonduel- 
ed on severaf- Anintui-Duinugc Control 
plans and remanded them back toThe dis- 
tricts for additional work. 


As a eoiiscqnence, predator control on 
BLM laud is eiirrenily rcsirieied to "emer- 
gency ai-iions" only, although no jiolicy for 
delemiiniiig what eonstiiuies an emergency 
has been established. ; 

-"Right now there is no predator control 
on the .Shoshone District,” said BLM dis- 
trict iiiaiiager Mary Gaylord. ".We haven't 
cxen had a request/ for emergency action. 
That's been a surprise to me." 

Animal Damage Control predator control 
aeliviiies arc continuing on most Forest 
Service lands in Idaho, as well as on state 
and private land. Approximately 75 of Ani- 
mal Damage Control work in the state 
lakes place on private land. Skccic estimat- 
ed. 

"We have just now .started lo take on the 
issue of ADC work on private land." 
Skeele noted. "We’re questioning the U|^e 
of federal tax dollars to kill publicly owned 
- at the state level - wildlife onjirivale 
properly for tlie benefit of a private individ- 
ual."

Poll: Idahoans favor protecting wilderness, saving jobs 


BOISE (AP) — A majoriiy.of Ida- 
Jio voters polled favor giving equal 
weight to protecting the wilderness 
and saving jobs, according to a poll ' 
(lone for union representatives. 

Of a total of 430 registered Idaho 
voters interviewed over' the tele-. 
— phoncT'^O-pcrcenrronctudiiiJ'irm^'' 
jobs were somewhat or very impor- 
tant to Idaho. About 60 percent fa- 
vored equal treatment for timber 
production and wilderness. 

"Idaho residents recognize if we 
do not achieve a balanced solution 
to the wilderness issue, the econom- 
ic stability of Idaho and forest health 
stand at risk," said Mike Pkti. staff 
representative for the Western 
Council of Industrial Workers, based 
in Portland with 30,000 'members. 


The council is the political arm of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners of America. 

The poll by Political-Media Re- 
search of Washington! . D.C.[ also 
found half were not willing to risk a 
simtic job to nrotecLwildc^essi-Six - 
percent said they would support the 
loss of 1 ,000 jobs or more: 

Some 57 percent were unwilling 
to sacrifice funding fo'r'schoots and' 
communities to preserve tjie wild 
lands, while 29 percent \vould do so.

lazy£)ast; 

“No way,’ answered West. “Un- 
less we blow the defense, we can al- 
ways beat him one trick.' 

East took his diamond ace arifl re- 
turned the suit to South's king, ^uth 
cashed two high trumps and led a 
heart. West winning his king and 
continuing the suit (a club switch 
would have been fatal). East look 
bis jack and continued with the ace, 
which South ruffed. South then led a 
trump.to dummy and led a low club 
toward his Jack. E)ast hopped up 
“ncrvousiywlth *hls" king ; and -that- 
was the end of the defense. Blast 
avoided giving a red-suit ruff and 
stuff, but the club return gave South 
a free finesse. Making three spades. 

Why should E)ast have played a 
low club instead of his king? The 
play thus far had revealed that 
South started with five spades and 
two hearts. West’s bidding and his 
lead virtually promised a four-card 
. diamond holding, therefore, South 
had four clubs (or at least three). 
Whether these included the queen 
didn't matter. East was destined to 
score his club king anyway. 

After a thoughtful duck by Blast. 
West wins the club queen, and a club 
continuation glvus the defense one 
more winner for the setting trick.
